It declares that the British public 
will learn with dismay and aston- 
ishment that Mr. Lloyd George and 
his colleagues are organizing a new 
war in the Near East, are trying ta 
drag Jugo-Slavia and Rumania into 
the fray and are sending British 
ttroops into battle “shoulder to should- 
er with the dejected Greeks.” 

“Astonishing Disclosure.” 

It adds: “The most astonishing dis- 
closure in this amazing declaration of 
government policy is that apparently 
Mr. Lloyd George already has sent a 
fiery cross around the overseas domin- 
ions, asking them to send contingents 
to join in ¢his mad war.”

The semi-official note published in 
London Saturday night asking the 
Balkan states to co-operate with 
Great Britain effectively to defend 
the Straits against Turkish aggres- 
sion has met with a luke-warm recep- 
tion in French official circles. 

Precipitated military and naval pre- 
parations against what is termed a 
problematical attack from Mustapba 
Kemal Pasha, the Turkish national- 
ist leader, are considered here to be 
ill-timed. France holds the inside 
track with the Angora government 
by virtue of en agreement signed be- 
tween Henry Franklin Bonillon, head 
of the foreign relations committee of 
the chamber of deputies, and Musta- 

ha Kemal Pasha in 1921, and the 

rench government considers that mil- 
itary prepdration on the straits would 
be waving the red flag to an army 
flushed with victory. 

It is felt at the Quai D‘Orsay that 
in this “moral persuasion policy” the 
French have the support of Italy, and 
it is reported that Premier Poincare 
inform King Alexander of Jugo- 
Slavia as to the French view in his 
talk with him Saturday.

Tax Collector Tells Why 
Joel Hurt Could Not Vote 


Editor Constitution: There§ appears in 
Saturday’s Constitution a letter from Mr. 
Joel Hurt in which he states that he regis- 
tered and voted in the bond election of 
1921, but that his name did not appear on 
the registration list for the city primary 
of September 6. This is, perhaps, one 
of hundreds of cases of like character and 
best illustrates the cause of the major 
portion of the complaints of voters being 
denied the privilege of voting in the city 
primary. Mr. Hurt’s registration of March 
1, 3921, for the bond election did not qualify 
him for voting in the city primary of 1922. 
but did qualify him, by payment of his 
taxes for 1921 within the time prescribed by 
law, to vote in the state and county pri- 
mary, September 13, and his name appears 
on the list for that primary. 

Mr. Hurt evidently overlooked the fact 
that city registration fs required annually, 
whereas the same law does not apply to 
the state and county elections,

The great Duke of Richmond was 
gratefully recognized in the naming 
of that county, whose chief city is 
Augusta. 

The counties of Wilkes and Glynn 
were created in honor of those two 
bold commoners of England, who 
bearded in parliament the spokesmen 
of George III. and Lord North, de- 
manding that Christian justice and 
all the great normal rights of Eng- 
lishmen be yielded to the Americans. 

Perhaps, also, it may interest them 
to know that the only county in all 
the American states to be named for 
a minister of the Christian gospel 
is our county of Whitfield. It was 
named in honor of Rev. George Whit- 
field, that famous English divine and 
evangelist, who established the first 
orphans’ home in America—perhaps, 
in all Christendom—at Bethesda, near 
Savannah. It was afterwards taken 
over by the charitable Countess of 
Huntington, and is yet, I believe, sup- 
ported by the county of Chatham.

Rest for the Sick Lung. 
The most valuable, and

It has long been the practice in 
hospitals and sanitoriums to teach 
patients with tuberculosis to control 
cough; that is, not merely to muzzle 
nose and mouth while coughing, but 
to resist and suppress the desire to 
cough. Much of the coughing of 
persons ill of this, as of other lung 
and bronchial diseases, 18 unnetes- 
sary, unproductive and: even harmful 
to the patient. Coughing often be- 
comes a bad habit, and is surprising 
to many tuberculosis patients how well 
they can contro] the impulse to cough 
after a little practice and how much 
more comfortable they are when they 
do avoid needless coughing. Of course 
this does not apply to all chest trou- 
bles, nor even to all cases of pul- 
monary tuberculosis, for in some cir- 
cumstances vigorous coughing is not 
only necessary but highly beneficial 
to the condition in the chest.

The A BC’s of International 
' Morse Code

The fundamental point to bear in mind while learning the code is to 
be able to recognize the sound of the signal that represents the letters. 
For instance the letter “E’’ is one dot. Do not think of “E” as being 
“one dot’’ but associate it with the sound “dit.”” (That is the way the 
letter “E’’ sounds to anSexperienced-operator.) The letter “‘A” is one 
dot and one dash and the sound of it is most nearly expressed by ‘“dit’’ 
“dah,” the “dit” being short and snappy while the “dah” is drawn out. 

When I first started code practice, our code instructor gave us 
orders to forget that dots.and dashes existed and to think only of “dit” 
and ‘‘dah.”’ 

Tonight at 6:40 o’clock WGM will start with the letter ‘‘E.” This | 
letter will be repeated over and over for five minutes. Have a pencil 
and paper handy and every time the letter is sent, writ it down. Try 
to concentrate your mind absolutely on the fact that ‘dit’? is the lette- 
“EF.”

T Whitehead, and are included in 
the three hundred which, scattered 
over the cotton belt, have been under 
test this year, the owners of the 
farms and the Southern Cotton Oil 
company, the Citizens and Southern 
bank, the Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
company, the Atlantic Coast Line, 8S.

Cotton Culture in China. 


(From Asia.) | 
In the beginning the Chinese oe 
too much devoted to the lovely: Yuenfi, 
goddess of mulberry leaves and silk 
worms, to look with favor upon a cu!t 
of “mien-hua,” the cotton flower. Cot- 
ton did not thrive until it too ac- 
quired a patron, the Lady Huang, of 
the Yuen dynasty, who distributed 
seeds from Turkestan through the re- 
gion round about Nanking. In this 
city was made the famous yellow 
‘*nankeen,” from which were cut the 
trousers of many characters in Eng- 
lish fiction. As nankeen was imitat- 
ed in foreign lands, it was exported 
in smailer quantities, and the -Chi- 
nese even began to import cotton®eloth 
In recent times. however, the native 
cotton industry has developed rapidly.

Industry Recovers Fast 
From Strikes’ Ettects

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

New York, September 17.—Reports 
received in financial and business quar- 
ters during the past week indicate 
that the heavy industries are making 
a rather more rapid recovery from 
the effects of the strikes than had been 
anticipated, Soft coal output is run- 
ning close to 10,000,000 tuns a week 
and supplies of this commodity are 
such that the steel industry, which 
falls in the lowest class of priority, is 
now receiving sufficient fuel to run at 
60 per cent of capacity instead of 


ythe SO per cent of two weeks ago. 


More blast furnaces are being blown in 
and the trade expects all of August’s 
losses in this respect to be made good 
presently. The limiting factor in steel 
works operations is now. in fact, not 
a shortage of fuel, but a scarcity of 
the kind of freight cars needed to 
carry the industry’s products. 

With sofe coal mining in swing and 
with anthracite mining in the process 
of resumption, the railroads are carry- 
ing the largest amount of freight in 
nearly two years. Car loadings for 
the week ended September 2 totalled 
932,000, an increase of 41,000 cars 
over the previous week. Part of the 
gain is due to the accelerated move- 
ment-of soft coal,. nevertheless, the 
volume, of generat merchandise car- 
ried also continued to gain, The pres- 
ent traffic has been exceeded only dur- 
ing short, periods in the autumn of 
1920. 


Few Idle Cars. 

Accordmely it is not surprising to 
find that the supply of idle cars is 
reaching the vanishiag point. With 
the partial settlement of the shopmen’s 
strike, with gains in working forces 
reported on other roads, and with the 
equipment companies pushing their 
operations, the opinion is held in fi- 
naneial circles .that the car repair 
situation shouid improve gradually 
and that, while a car shortage is in- 
evitable, the railroads will move a 
very largé portion of the freight offer- 
ed during the fall.

mills. 
Wheat and Cotton. 

Wheat. prices continue weak under 
the influence of crop receipts, hedge 
selling and the continuation of favor- 
able weather. Official estimates place 
the condition crop at close to 400,- 
000,000 bushels, a figure which indi- 
cates the exportable surplus of nearly 
300,000,000 bushels. A fair amount 
of foreign buying is taking place on 
the breaks, but this buying.is not suf- 
ficiently strong to more than check 
the decline, and usually is followed 
by weakness in the foreign exchanges 
when the corresponding commercial 
bills are piaced in the murket. 

A somewhat similar condition ex- 
ists in the case of cotton, althougn 
this commodity recently has felt the 
supporting force of unsuually bullish 
private crop reports. Some quarters 
seem to believe that this year’s yield 
will amount to only €0,000.000 bales 
as compared with t government’s 
September 1 figure of 10,575. 000 bales. 
In any event, it is considered that 
the price of Americin farm products 
iy suffering materially on account of 
unsatisfactory conditions in Furope. 

After several weeks of slight de- 
clines, reserve ratio of &@deral reserve 
system has come to a standstill. It 
has not, however, as yet shown the 
usual recovery from Lebor day de 
mands, possibly on account of the 
proximity. of the tax date. New 
capital issues are increasing after a 
period of summer inactivity and this 
movement iz expected to.continue. It 
is thought that the next week or two 
should show whether the money mar- 
ket has reached a turning point.

There are certain phrases in our 
unguage which by long use under cer- 
tain conditions have acquired a power 
over the mind and an influence over 
the acts that they have no real right 
to have.

He Lets Himself Be Dared. 

He has one neighbor, a young pro- 
fessional man who needs to use wisely 
every once of his energy if he is to 
hold his own and win through to suc- 
This man admires his energetic 
neighbor and wants to keep up with 
him. Furthermore, like many others, 
the young professional man is easily in- 
fluenced by the implied reproach in 
that term: “Be a sport.”

Even more often it leads 
people to commit money extravagan- 
ces. Nothing is more galling to the 
average Amercian than to have some- 
one imply that he isn’t a sport in the 
spending of his money. 

If a foreigner heard that phrase and 
asked you to define its meaning what 
would you say? 

I think I should be tempted to say: 
“Oh, come be a sport” means: “Qh, 
come be a darn fool.” 

Or perhaps it would fit a larger 
number of cases if I said it meant 
“Oh, come do what I want you to do.” 

«For that’s exactly what it does 
mean three quarters of the time, you 
know. 

What You Want To Do. 

Why shouldn’t the young profes- 
sional man say to this energetie 
neighbor: “Oh, come be a sport, don’t 
‘go off and dance half the night. Stay 
at home and play a set of tennis and 
then read a good book and turn in 
early for a change and feel able to do 
a rousing day’s work tomorrow” 
That’s what he really wants to do. 

A good sport, in the finer sense of 
the word, a man who is always square 
in games, who takes any kind of de- 
feat gamely is a splendid ideal. But 
when people say *“Be a sport” that 
isn’t what they mean. hat they 
really mean is as I said above “Do 
whgt I want to do.” And if you will

T. B. Arnold, head of the United 
States secret service for the treasury 
department in Atlanta, is combing 
the city for bogus bills, left in the 
wake of a gang of counterfeiters, 
who the authorities say are operat- 
ing in the south. 

Up .until Sunday night none of 
the phony money has been found in 


being kept by bank tellers and mer- 
chants. The -bills are of fair work- 
menship, it is said, and are printed 
from photo-mechanical plates. 
Describes $5. Note. 

The federal authorities described 
the $5 notes as being. of the series 
of 1899. On them is a check letter 
“B”, and they are signed by J 
Lyons, registrar of the treasurer, and 
Ellis H. Roberts, treasurer of the 
United States. 

The description continues, “This 
counterfeit ‘is printed from photo- 
mechanical plates, of fair workman- 


ship, and on two pieces of paper, 
| between which silk threads have been 
distributed. The blue seal and 
large ‘V’ with the superimposed 
‘Five’ on the face of the bill are 
too light. ‘The number of the $5 
specimen at hand is 860139, and the 
figures on this note are too heavy 
and two dark. This counterfeit will 
deceive the careless handlers of 
money.”

Republicans Revolt at 
Conference Committee 
Changes in Tariff Bill. 
Plot Death of Bonus.
